We believe New Testament Chris- 
tians fasted and that it is proper 
for Christians today, but we be- 
lieve it ought not to be a matter 
of show. Rather, when Christians 
are sincerely burdened and desire 
to spend the time in prayer in- 
stead of eating and concentrate 
the attention upon the Lord instead 
of upon food and other bodily mat- 
ters, it is proper to fast.

The first 
and greatest commandment is 
“Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart, and with all 
thy soul, and with all thy mind” 
(Matt. 22:37, 38). This includes 
the first section of the Ten Com- 
mandments. Jesus also said, “And 
the second is like unto it.” Again 
we are told that “Love is the ful- 
filing of the law” (Rom. 13:10). 
The wise preacher with the highest 
that human philosophy could at- 
tain, in Ecclesiastes 12:13 said, 
“Fear God, and keep his command- 
ments: for this is the whole duty 
of man.” If by the Spirit’s help 
he should have seen a little deeper, 
he would add that the fear is rev- 
erential and Godly trust, and that 
keeping God’s commandments is 
a matter of the heart.

In Every Heart 


God’s goodness is like the con- 
tintal wooing of a lover. “The 
goodness of God leadeth thee to 
repentance” (Rom, 2:4). How well 
I remember when I wooed and won 
my dear wife. When we were stu- 
dents in Baylor University togeth- 
er at Waco, I worked hard to earn 
my tuition and board and other 
expenses. I carried the mail for 
the University Sub-Pcst Office, I 
milked cows, I dried dishes, I 
clerked in the book store. Some- 
times I wore patched clothing to 
classes. Sometimes in the cafe- 
teria my lunch was buns and po- 
tatoes and gravy, and yet I found 
ways and means to carry the gifts 
that my love dictated to the girl 
that I loved and whose hand was 
even then promised me. 


She liked candy — not a little 
bag of gumdrops, not a 5c bar of 
candy. No, her favorite was “King’s 
Nut Trio.” It came in golden 
three-decked boxes, Brazil nuts and 
almonds and pecans dipped in the 
richest chocolate, and it cost me 
one dollar and a half per pound! 
But bless her dear heart, she got 
her candy many the time and I 
felt that if she would but love me 
she might have all that my labor 
and planning and devotion could 
provide. 


I will never forget when we went 
to the Junior-Senior. Banquet. I 
was a Senior and she was a Junior. 
The Juniors entertained the Seniors 
in the Gold Room of the Raleigh 
Hotel. She -would be beautifully 
gowned and no one must outshine 
my sweetheart on that great night. 
I will never forget.the long- 
stemmed hot-house American 
Beauty roses that I bought her for 
that occasion though they cost me 
three dollars per half dozen! I 
never read a book that I delighted 
in but I marked it for her. I 
never was moved by a glowing sun- 
set but I must tell her about it. 
I never thanked God for a bless- 
ing, I think, without pouring out 


to her my joys. No work was hard 
if she were pleased with it and 
no road was long if she were at 
the end of it! I wrote her daily 
month in and month out for four 
years if we were away from each 
other. Unworthy as I am, I do 
not see how she could have helped 
loving me. My love gave all it had 
and demanded love in return. 


And I tnink in some small meas- 
ure this is a parable of the love 
of God for sinners, His tender com- 
passion never sleeps in the night. 
His love knows no bounds of time 
or distance or even of wickedness. 
No wonder that David cried out, 


“Whither shall I go from thy 
spirit? or whither shall I flee 
from thy presence? 

“If I ascend up into heaven, 
thou art there: if I make my 
bed in hell, behold, thou art 
there. 

“If I take the wings of the 
morning, and dwell in the ut- 
termost parts of the sea, 

“Even there shall thy hand 
lead me, and thy right hand 
shall hold me. 

“If I say, Surely the dark- 
ness shall cover me, even the 
night shall be light about me. 

“Yea, the darkness hideth 
not from thee; but the night 
shineth as the day: the dark- 
ness and the light are both 
alike to thee. 

“For thou hast possessed my 
reins; thou hast covered me in 
my mother’s womb.” — Psa. 
139 :7-13. 


Jesus prayed for those who slew 
Him and wept over a Jerusalem 
full of murderers. He received the 
kiss of the traitor, Judas, and 
called him yet, “Friend.” He stilled 
the weeping of the woman which 
was @ sinner and sent her away 
in peace, forgiven.

“I suppose everybody loves God.” 
And I have been compelled to an- 
swer that they were greatly mis- 
taken. Multitudes do not love God; 
rather they hate Him. I think all 
men have some sense of obliga- 
tion to God and only a fool even 
deceives himself enough to say that 
there is no God. I think perhaps 
all men in some sense fear God. 
Men realize that they ought to 
love God, and yet they do not. 


Let us settle this by the words 
of Jesus Christ: “No man can 
serve two masters: for either he 
will hate the one, and love the 
other; or else he will hold to the 
one, and despise the other. Ye 
cannot serve God and mammon” 
(Matt. 6:24). If we take the literal 
meaning of the words above, then 
it appears that those who do not 
serve God do not love Him. Some 
love God and serve Him, some love 
Satan and serve him. Jesus said 
to the Pharisees, “Ye are of your 
father the devil, and the lusts of 
your father ye will do. He was 
a murderer from the beginning...” 
(John 8:44). And Jesus said that

Let us make it plain that Jesus 
Christ is God in the flesh. No 
man can come to the Father but 
by Jesus Christ. He said, “I am 
the way, the truth, and the life; 
no man cometh unto the Father, 
but by me” (John 14:6). In Him 
is all the fulness of the Godhead 
bodily (Col. 2:9). Christ is the ex- 
press image of the divine Person 
(Heb. 1:3). God the Father has 
given all authority in Heaven and 
earth into the hands of His dear 
Son, our Saviour, Jesus Christ who 
died for sinners (Matt. 28:18). It 
is He who will be the Judge of 
sinners who reject Him as surely 
as He is the Saviour of sinners 
who accept Him. To love God is 
to love the Father. For Jesus said, 
“T and my father are one” (John 
10:30). 


So we have here the plain teach- 
ing of Jesus Christ, “Either he 
will hate the one and love the 
other; or else he will hold to the 
one and despise the other.” Either 
you love Jesus Christ and hate the 
devil, and sin, or you love Satan 
and hate Jesus Christ. You would 
not like to say that you hate 
Christ. It would not sound well 
among the people where you pre- 
tend to be moral and clean and 
good. But.thé single fact is, dear 
sinner, whom God loves, if you do 
not love Jesus Christ, you hate 
Him. If you do not hold to Him, 
you despise Him. If you hold on 
to Satan, then that is proof enough 
that you despise Christ. Jesus 
said again, “He that is not with 
me is against me: and he that 
gathereth not with me scattereth” 
(Luke 11:23). 


Do not deceive yourself, reader, 
religious leaders in the time of 
Christ pretended to love God. They 
went through forms of worship. 
They prayed, they fasted, they 
tithed, they attended public serv- 
ices, they read the Bible. Out- 
wardly they were moral and re- 
ligious. And yet they hated Jesus 
Christ. They lied about Him, they 


- persecuted Him. Finally they had 


Him crucified. They murdered Him, 
and then gave Him vinegar with 
gall and mocked Him while He 
died! All their pretense of loving 
God was a lie, a wicked, hellish 
lie! They were like whited sepul- 
chres, beautiful outwardly, but full 
They ap- 
peared righteous to men, but with- 
in were full of extortion and ex- 
cess and all uncleanness. Small 
wonder that Jesus said to them 
seven times, “Woe unto you, scribes 
and Pharisees, hypocrites!” (Matt. 
28). And again, “Ye serpents, ye 
generation of vipers, how can ye 
escape the damnation of hell?” 
(Matt. 23:33). So it is with you, 
dear, deceived, sinning man, if in 
your heart you do not love Jesus 
Christ. If it came to a show-down 
with you, as it did with those 
Pharisees and scribes, you, too, 
would cry out, “Let Him be cru- 
cified! Let him be crucified!” Those 
who do not love Jesus Christ hate 
Him, He said. Those who do not 
cling to Him or hold to Him de- 
spise Him. There is no half way 
ground. It is either love or hate 
for Jesus Christ. If you have not 
trusted Him, have not penitently 


God, then, I say it.sadly, you are 
the enemy of Jesus Christ. You 
hate Him like those who crucified 
Him and are condemned like they. 


This Hate of Jesus Christ Is Why 
Men Are Condemned to Hell 


In John 3:18 we are told that 
“He that believeth on him is not 
condemned: but he that believeth 
not is condemned already, because 
he hath not believed in the name 
of the only begotten Son of God.” 
Is that too harsh? Does it seem 
such a little thing for which a man 
must go to torment, just because 
he does not believe on Christ, trust 
Him for salvation? The verses 
which follow explain that thus: 
“And this is the condemnation, 
that light is come into the world, 
and men loved darkness rather 
than light, because their deeds were 
evil. For every one that doeth evil 
hateth the light, neither cometh 
to the light, lest his deeds should 
be reproved. But he that doeth 
truth cometh to the light, that his 
deeds may be made manifest, that 
they are wrought in God” (John 
3:19-21). There it is again. All 
who trust in Christ come to the 
light. Every sinner who in his 
heart longs for righteousness, longs 
to please God, seeks after God, will 
trust in Christ for salvation the 
first time he ever hears the gospel. 
He will come to the light “that 
his deeds may be manifest that 
they are wrought in God.” But 
those who reject Christ and do 
not trust Him for salvation are 
those who hate Him and love their 
sin. “Men love darkness rather 
than light, because their deeds are 
evil.”” Christ is the Light, but “ev- 
eryone that doeth evil/HATETH 
THE LIGHT.” That, Jesus said, 
is the reason that sinners do not 
come to Him and trust Him. Sin- 
ners are condemned to Hell be- 
cause they hate Jesus Christ. They 
love their sins and hold tight on 
to their sins, despising Jesus and 
despising the great God who is 
His Father and our Creator. It is 
a terrible doctrine, but it is true 
that all who do not love Jesus 
Christ are condemned, and right- 
fully so, to eternal condemnation. 
Oh, Sinner, if you do not love Him. 
how can you face death and judg- 
ment and eternity? Nothing sure- 
ly could reveal your wickedness 
more than the fact that you do 
not love the lovely Christ, our 
Saviour and our Lord. 


God Will Put Love In Your Heart 


I know how helpless a sinner 
must feel if God requires any 
righteous thing from us at all. A 
dear woman who was for years 2 
Seventh Day Adventist came tc 
me with a burdened heart and with 
tears and said, “I have tried and 
tried but I cannot get peace. I am 
simply afraid I will never make 
it. I cannot live well enough to 
keep the law and be saved.” I 
assured her that every other per- 
son who ever tried it had come tc 
the same conclusion and properly 
so. If any sinner reads this today 
with a solemn heart and admits 
that you ought to love God, surely 
you must be reminded that “in me 
(that is, in my flesh) dwelleth nc 
good thing” (Rom. 7:18). By my- 
self, as I am according to the flesh, 
I am wicked. Not only am I sin- 
ful by nature, a nature which I 
inherited from Adam, a sinner, and 
from all the long line of my an- 
cestry since Adam who were sin- 
ners, all, all sinners! I am not only 
a sinner by birth, I say, but God’s 
mercy be upon me, I am, I find, a 
sinner by choice! My nature runs 
after sin as naturally as water 
flows down hill. As swallows fly 
home in the evening, my flesh is 
pulled toward wickedness. 


Cockle-burrs and weeds do not 
grow more naturally in rich soil 
than sin grows in my poor heart. 
Is that your case, sinner? Do you, 
too, find yourself unable to do 
right, unable to please God? Do 
you find, to your sorrow, that you 
do not love God as you ought? 
Then, alas! what shall a sinner 
do? Thank God, we have the an- 
swer in God’s Word. Romans 5:5 
says: 


"And hope maketh not ashamed; 
because the love of God is shed

our Redeemer and Saviour, then 
the Holy Spirit of God sheds 
abroad the love of God in our 
hearts! A sinner has no capacity to 
love God of himself but God will 
put the love in his heart when he 
trusts in Jesus Christ. One who 
trusts in Christ is then born again, 
born of the Spirit (John 3:5) and 
the Holy Spirit coming in, works 


in that heart what the heart can-: 


not do for itself. The Holy Spirit 
scatters everywhere in our hearts 
the love of God. So it is that sin- 
ners come to love God not out of 
their goodness but out of His good- 
ness. 


Did you ever notice that in the 
story of the prodigal son and the 
loving father in Luke, chapter 
fifteen, the father furnished every- 
thing for his sinning son? The son 
brought nothing with him, no 
shoes, no robe, no food, no ring, 
no joy and no fitness for sonship. 
He himself admitted he was fit 
only to be a hired servant at very 
best, but when the poor, tired, 
penitent sinner returned, the fa- 
ther ran to meet him and fell on 
his neck and kissed him. He fur- 
nished a robe for his body like 
God furnishes the robe of right- 
eousness of His dear Son for sin- 
ners. He furnished the ring, the 
signet of sonship and authority like 
God puts the assurance of salva- 
tion in the heart and on the rec- 
ords in Heaven. He gave him shoes 
like God gives the sinner the shoes 
of the preparation of the gospel 
of peace that he may testify to 
those who were once so undone 
themselves. The father gave the 
son the feast of the fatted calf 
and oh, what a feast of rejoic- 
ing God gives when a sinner comes 
home! There is rejoicing in the 
presence of the angels, the joy- 
bells ring in Heaven and 


“Tongue can never express

So at the wedding feast the King 
provided the wedding garments 
and none were admitted without 
one (Matt. 22:11, 12). Isn’t it
